TRYING TO PURCHASE PATRIOTISM. 


Unless there shall be some radical changes in the 


army bill in conference, the measure originating in the 
House of Representatives will almost certainly fail to 
meet the primary requirements of military preparedness. 
Aside from the fact that it contemplates a far too mea- 
gre addition to the numerical strength of the regular 
army, an omission which is made glaringly suspicious 
ay the present disturbing situation on the Mexican bor- 
der, the bill seeks to bring about by purchase that which 
thus far,has not been accomplished by appeals to the 
patriotism of American youth. 
The mere offer of pay 


to the militia of the several States is only going to bring 
the military defenses of the nation within the baleful 
crcle of "pork-barrel" legislation. 
Its futility is suffi- 


ciently forecast by the failure of the previous militia 
legislation to strengthen these organizations of volun- 
teer soldiery or to convert them into effective instru- 
ments for national defense. There has been no increase 
in militia enlistments under the Dick law commensur- 
ate with the increase in population, and the millions that 
have been expended annually in equipment and to meet 
the expenses^ (encampments and maneuvers have vir- 
tually been IffroWnjjaway.

TRYING TO PURCHASE PATRIOTISM. 


Unless there shall be some radical changes in the 


army bill in conference, the measure originating in the 
House of Representatives will almost certainly fail to 
meet the primary requirements of military preparedness. 
Aside from the fact that it contemplates a far too mea- 
gre addition to the numerical strength of the regular 
army, an omission which is made glaringly suspicious 
ay the present disturbing situation on the Mexican bor- 
der, the bill seeks to bring about by purchase that which 
thus far,has not been accomplished by appeals to the 
patriotism of American youth. 
The mere offer of pay 


to the militia of the several States is only going to bring 
the military defenses of the nation within the baleful 
crcle of "pork-barrel" legislation. 
Its futility is suffi- 


ciently forecast by the failure of the previous militia 
legislation to strengthen these organizations of volun- 
teer soldiery or to convert them into effective instru- 
ments for national defense. There has been no increase 
in militia enlistments under the Dick law commensur- 
ate with the increase in population, and the millions that 
have been expended annually in equipment and to meet 
the expenses^ (encampments and maneuvers have vir- 
tually been IffroWnjjaway.
